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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement

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103 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 1-31 under 35 USC 103(a), outlined in the previous Office 
Action, is withdrawn. Upon review of the prosecution history, prior art, and in particular 
applicant's 37 CFR 1.132 Declarations, the rejection is clearly untenable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-31 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

The key to the instant invention is the aqueous alkali metal hydroxide catalyst. 

The closest prior art appears to be US 3,283,014 which teaches the synthesis of 
acetylenic alcohols from ketones and acetylene using aqueous alkaline hydroxides as 
catalysts in liquid ammonia (column 1, line 1; Examples 1-10 beginning column 3, line 
36). The alkali metal hydroxide catalysts are employed in ratios not higher than 1:10 
moles of hydroxide: ketone and preferably 1 :30 to 1 :200 (column 1 , line 55; Example 
10, column 6, line 48). 

The instant "upper limit" (1 :200) falls within the broadest recitation of the prior art 
"upper limit" (1 :10). (Note, however, that these "upper limits" are more than an order of 
magnitude different (0.005 vs. 0.100, respectively). That is, the prior art "upper limit" 
merely sets one bound of what is essentially an enormous range of possible ratios.) 

The preferred ratio ranges of the prior art fall outside the scope of the range of 
the instant invention. Working examples 1-9 of the cited prior art do not approach the 
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Art Unit: 1621 

instant ratios. Only working example 10 of the cited art teaches a ratio which closely 
approaches the instant ratio range. 

Given the above, the cited prior art may be said to teach away from the instant 
ratio range and thus away from the instant invention.
